RESOLUTIONS, 

Resolutions being in order, the States were 
called, and a number were sent up, and, under 
the rules, appropriately referred.

ROBBERY OF TREATY 
ARRESTED AND THB MBLTED SEALS RBCOV- 

ERED. 

George H. Chase, messenger of the Post- 
oflice Department, aud Frank McGraw, watch- 
man at the State De partment, have been ar- 
rested on the charge of robbing the latter de- 
partment of a number of gold and silver treaty 
seals. The accused, on being taken to police 
headquarters, finding the detectives were in 
possession of proofs of their guilt, confessed 
to the larceny of seven seals, which they had 
melted and sold, and earnestly begged that 
they might be dealt leniently with, as it was 
their first offense. Acting under the 
direction of the prisoners, the detec- 
tives recovered a number of gold and 
silver nuggets into which the seals had been 
melted, and which they were assured were 
what remained of the seven seals which they 
confessed to have stolen from the treaties, 
Department of State, several weeks ago. The 
Department claims that ten scals were stolen 
as that number are missing. One of the seals 
was attached to a Turkish. treaty, one to a 
German convention, and the others to differ- 
ent treaties between the 
foreign countries. The seals, most of which 
were gold, were inclosed in circular boxes 
some of gold and others of silver, about 
an inch high and from three to tive inches in 
diameter. Their money value is, of course, 
not so much a consideration as the embarrars- 
ment under which the Government necessarily 
labors to replace them on the important docu- 
ments from which they were stolen. The value 
ofthe meited silver received is seventy-five 
dollars, while that of the gold is several hun- 
dred dollars. It is roughly estimated that the 
money Value of the stolen seals is between 
four and five hundred dollars,

We cannot imagine anything of a more 
revolting character than the proceedings 
of the trials of the females captured in the 
ranks of the Communists of Paris.

The fervid rhetoric Ww ith which the Bour- 
bons assail the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
amendments applies with equal force and 
truthfulness to the Thirteenth amendment.

The Condition of Europe 

Germany is certainly preparing for war, 
that is most undoubtable, and her prepara- 
tions are vastly more formidable than in 
1866, orin the preceding war. But whether 
all these preparations mean the speedy out- 
break of actual hostilities, or whether 
Prussia is simply carrying out the maxim, 
that he who would have peace must be 
prepared for war, is hard to tell. The re- 
cent imperial interviews, and particularly 
some threatening remarks which Bis- 
mARCK has dropped of late in regard to 
France, which he does not believe suffi- 
ciently humbled, speak for the first; but 
the need of rest, which is imperative for 
Germany as well as for France, makes it 
improbable that an offensive movement on 
the part of the former power will 
be made in the very next fu- 
ture. It would be hard to decide 
upon this delicate question, and we hardly 
feel inclined to venture upon the fleld of 
conjecture in this matter. 

But however that may be, there is no 
doubt that the German Government strains 
every nerve to put her armament into such 
a shape as to withstand any attack, from 
whatever quarter it may come. German 
officers, in disguise or otherwise, are busy 
examining all improvements introduced 
into the military establishments of the dif- 
ferent countries of Europe, and we hear 
on all sides of German activity in this re- 
gard. New railroads for military purposes 
are being constructed with a feverish haste 
all over the German Empire, and every- 
thing is calculated for the purpose of 
losing the least possible time in case of a 
sudden outbreak of hostilities. 

The fortresses are being extended and 
armed with improved artillery and pro- 
visioned for many months. Particularly 
in the newly-acquired provinces of Alsace 
and Lorraine this activity is most apparent. 
The vast number of fortresses which are 
so thickly sown over that country are rap- 
idly being put in & state of defense, and 
the fortifications go formidable already 
will be greatly extended. The terrible 
lines ef defense around Strasburg and 
Metz, which withstood the Germans so 
long, sink into insignificance in compari- 
son with the gigantic fortifications that 
are being raised around them, and 
which will take, particularly, 
the former city out of range 
of hostile guns, and make a bombardment 
such as it suffered in the preceding year 
impossible. But thisis not enough An- 
other formidable girdle of fortresses is be- 
ing built in advance of these, on the very 
border line of France, defending every 
inlet into Germany. Every pass through 
the hilly country which could serve for the 
transport of artillery will be guarded by 
this bristling belt, and an advance of the 
French into German territory will be ren- 
dered thus most difficult. 

While the defenses on the western bor- 
der line, toward France, are being put in 
such an excellent state, the fortifications 
on the German seacoast are equally an ob- 
ject of the solicitude of the German Gov- 
ernment. The navy of the Empire is in- 
creused rapidly and with excellent vessels. 
But as the present state of the German 
commerce and the want of colonies does 
not warrant Germany in keeping at pres- 
ent a fleet of the first rank, more attention 
is paid to vessels of defense than to seagoing 
vessels. In the Prussian Baltic ports are 
being constructed at present an immense 
number of torpedo-boats, which, to judge 
from the description of trustworthy spec- 
tators, are most formidable engines of de- 
struction. Particularly three of these 
built on a grander scale at Dantzic, if we 
may believe judges who have examined 
them carefully, are in themselves capable 
of destroying an entire fleet. They are 
moved by petroleum, and the torpedoes 
are filled with a substance of still greater 
destructiveness than nitro-glycerine. 

The Gazette, of Moscow, the organ of 
the old Russian party or the orthodox na- 
tive element of Russia, in a recent article 
on this subject, gives some interesting fig- 
ures, which possess all the more interest 
as they give a comparison between the 
maritime defenses of Germany and Rus- 
sia. It calls particular attention to the 
advantages Germany will derive from the 
two naval portsof Wilhelmshafen and Kiel, 
which are to be connected by a maritime 
ship cana], establishing a direct connec- 
tion between the Baltic and the North Sea. 
This would enable Germany to combine 
her Baltic squadron with that of the North 
sea, or to transfer the one to the other 
without being obliged to make the daüger- 
ous and tedious route of the Sound. An 
other advantage of Germany is that her 
principal sea-ports, such as Koenigsberg, 
Dantzic, Stettin, Rostock, Lubeck, Ham- 
burg and Bremen, by their inland position, 
are sufficiently protected by some coast- 
battenes, and do not require much of a de- 
fensive fleet. In Russia, on the other 
hand, says the above-named journal, even 
the capital of the country is exposed to 
the attacks of a hostile fleet. When Peter 
the eGreat built that city he was in 
such haste that he did not reflect on all the 
advantages and disadvantages of the site 
in a sufficient manner, and even the most 
necessary and important measures of pre- 
caution were not adopted. Although 
there were a thousand reasons why St. 
Petersburg should have been built further 
up along the banks of the Neva river, it 
was built right onthe seashore. The first 
disadvantage that resulted from this mis- 
take was to expose the city to innumer- 
able inundations, causing, frequently, 
losses of many millions of dollars. The 
inundation of the year 1824 alone caused 
damages of more than a hundred millions 
of dollars, although the city at that time 
was much smaller than at present. 

“But aside from this, St. Petersburg,” 
continues the Moscow Gazette, is left, by 
its exposed situation, without protection 
against the attacks of a hostile fleet, a faet 
still more important, as it is the capital of 
the country. This fact compels Russia to 
maintain a large fleet in the Baltic simply 
for the protection of the capital, and even 
this fleet does not protect it sufficiently, as 
it would be unable to resist a first-class 
power.“ In conclusion, the article states 
that the harbor defenses of Germany wide- 
ly surpass those of Russia, and that partic- 
ularly those of Cronstadt, the citadel of 
St. Petersburg, are antiquated and not able 
to withstand modern artillery. 

All this shows that a terrible feeling of 
uncertainty prevails in Europe. The war 
cloud is evidently thickening, but where it 
is going to burst or when, are questions 
much easier put than answered, and we 
doubt even if those statesmen most imme- 
diately concerned could furnish a solu- 
tion.
